“The tragedy,” he said in April 
1955, “‘is that the possibility of 
war seems to hinge on Quemoy 
and Matsu, small islands that lie 
almost as close to the coast of 
China as Staten Island does to 
New York . . . islands which, pre- 
sumably, have been fortified by 
the Chinese Nationalists with our 
approval and assistance . .. we 
now face either another damag- 
ing and humiliating retreat, or 
else the hazard of war, modern 
war, unleashed not by necessity, 
not by strategic judgment, not by 
the honor of allies or for the de- 
fense of frontiers, but by a policy 
based more on political difficulties 
here at home than the realities of 
our situation in Asia.” 

Stevenson urged then, in 1955, 
that we evalue certain critical 
questions: 

1. Are the islands essential to 
the defense of Formosa, which all 
Americans are agreed upon?” 

2. Can they be defended without 
resort to nuclear weapons? 

3. Are we prepared to shock 
and alienate our traditional allies 
and most of the non-Communist 
powers of Asia by going to war 
over islands to which we have no 
color of claim and which are of 
questionable value to the defense 
of Formosa? 


Clear Policy 

Stevenson’s voice called for a 
negotiated abandonment of the 
islands—for a policy which would 
make it clear to the American 
people why we are defending For- 
mosa. 

He was hooted down. 

Sen. William Knowland, then 
majority leader for the adminis- 
tration, was known as ‘the sena- 
tor from Formosa.” He headed 
up an articulate, powerful “China 
lobby.”” Stevenson was quite right 
to say the White House did not 
then dare, for domestic political 
reasons, to work at any reason- 
ably sensible policy about Matsu 
and Quemoy—and Asia itself. 


The American people are not 
too different from others. They 
want to hear only what they like 
to hear. And what they like to 
hear are the familiar things. They 
do not like to be disturbed by 
facts or uncomfortable revelations 
that what they have been thinking. 
is wrong. 

Stevenson literally was hooted 
down. In the Congress, at_the lec- 
terns in civic clubs and in most 
editorial columns, they jeered at 
him and admonished the people to 
pay no heed. 


He Was Right 


Today, in the early autumn of 
1958, even the most obtuse knows 
that Adlai Stevenson was right as 
things were in April 1955, when he 
spoke, 

What he proposed could have 
been done. 

Today is another story. In the 
three years that have passed since 
he spoke, our Asian policy has 
not improved, it has deteriorated. 
Today we fully support the Presi- 
dent in his no appeasement posi- 
tion. But few Americans are hap- 
py about the prospect of defend- 
ing Quemoy and Matsu. 


It is tragic that the nation has 
not had the intelligence, experi- 
ence and understanding of Adlai 
Stevenson in some high place of 
government decision. 


But, in candor, we must agree 
it might have been tragic for him 
personally had he been elected. 
He would have had:the snarling, 
unreasoning opposition of the Re- 
publican Old Guard. It would have 
been joined by the Deep South 
Democrats. They would have de- 
feated him in the Congress.

Collins outlined his proposal at 
the annual Southern Governors 
Conference here. He is chairman 
of both the Southern and Nation- 
al Governors Conferences. 


In a speech to the conference, 
Collins said the key to the inte- 
gration crisis lies in “‘our failure 
to provide equitable implementa- 


through legislation enacted by the 
Congress.” 


TWO-SIDED COIN 


“This must be a_ two-sided 
coin,” Collins said. ‘‘Congression- 
al legislation should provide for 
facilitating desegregation in in- 
dividual communities where and 
when it is feasible.”’ 

“But it also should provide pro- 
tection against improvident forced 
desegregation where and when it 
is not feasible.” 

“Furthermore,” he added, 
“such a program must include 
due recognition of, and respect 
for, the sovereignty of the in- 
dividual states and their local re- 
sponsibilitites to maintain law 
and order and to promote the 
general welfare of all their citi- 
zens.”

NEW YORK (AP)—Mary Rob- 
erts Rinehart, 82, mystery writer, 
playwright and serious novelist 
for the past 50 years, died Mon- 
day night.

SECOND MONTH

BRUTAL RECORD 


Gromyko injected the Formosa 
crisis into Assembly debate over 
a U.S. proposal to shelve for an- 
other year Assembly considera- 
tion of admission of Communist 
China. 

Lodge told the Assembly Gro- 
myko’s words “hardly become a 
government with the brutal rec- 
ord of the Soviet Union.” 

Lodge arose after Gromyko 
spoke. He had delivered only a 
brief address earlier in conformi- 
ty with an appeal from Assembly 
President Charles Malik to adhere 
to U.N. rules and not engage in 
substantive debate at this stage. 


DEMANDED FLOOR 


But after listening to Gromyko’s 
40-minute speech denouncing the 
United States, Lodge demanded 
the floor immediately to reply. 

He said Gromyko took advan- 
tage of an opportunity to launch 
a full-scale attack on U.S. policy 
and asked: ‘‘What kind of a game 
is he playing here?” 

Lodge denied Gromyko’s accu- 
sations that the United States had 
occupied and seized Formosa, and 
that operating from a position of 
strength had brought pressure on 
its allies to keep Red China out 
of the U.N.

Adams Resignation 
Strikes a Sad Note 


Following a surprise conference with 
President Eisenhower, on vacation at 
Newport, R.1., presidential aide Sherman 
Adams early last night announced and 
tried to explain his resignation on a na- 
tionwide television hookup made aveil- 
able as a public service. 

The resignation was not unexpected. 
It became inevitable from the moment it 
became known that Mr. Adams careless- 
ly and indiscreetly had allowed a New 
England businessman and industrialist, 
Bernard Goldfine, to pay his hotel bills 
and send him expensive gifts. 

It has been throughout a sad story 
and one of considerable pathos. None 
thought Sherman Adams to be corrupt. 
His character and integrity were not 
questioned. He generally was recognized 
as an able man and one of great value to 
a President untutored in the professional 
requirements of politics. The President 
earlier had said he would retain Mr. 
Adams because “I need him.” The need 
was unquestioned. 

It is a melancholy story because it 
was so unnecessary. Mr. Adams’ frugal- 
ity is well known. He is a symbol of the 
traditional close-fistedness of his region. 
And so when his wealthy friend insisted 
upon paying the bill for a number of 
hotel visits, Mr. Adams let him. The total 
was more than $2,000. 

This was sharply contrary to the 
Eisenhower “crusade” and public ethics. 
Together with other gifts, this reminder 
of the “five percenters” and “mink coat” 
scandals of the Truman administration 
was just too much. The last straw came 
in Maine where GOP Sen. Payne, who al- 
so had received Goldfine gifts, was de- 
feated by a Democrat. 


The resignation was overdue. It may 
serve to improve the quality of perform- 
ance in high places and it will encourage 
legitimate congressional investigation of 
indiscretions such as Mr. Adams com- 
mitted.

Ike Rebuffs Khrushchev 
And Country Approves 


Nikita Khrushchev’s boorish letter to 
the President properly and promptly was 
rejected by Mr. Eisenhower for what it 
was—a propaganda play to the Commu- 
nist world and to the Middle Eastern 
and Asian peoples. 


The President had suggested in a pre- 
vious letter that he and the Russian pre- 
mier find a “common language” in which 
to discuss peace and a settlement of the 
Formosan Straits problem. 


Khrushchev’s reply was in vulgar, 
abusive, threatening language. It was 
“common” in the sense that the word 
is used to describe coarseness and shab- 
biness. The Communist leader did not 
make so much as a gesture toward dis- 
cussing peaceful negotiations. He was 
seeking to inflame anti-U.S. attitudes 
wherever they exist. 

The people of the United States may 
have their doubts about why we now have 
to defend the Quemoy and Matsu island 
groups. But they have no doubt at all 
about being completely in support of the 
President when he refuses in any degree 
to appease the Kremlin or to be black- 
mailed by threats from Khrushchev and 
Peiping. 

Return of the letter, with the accom- 
panying diplomatic slap, most certainly 
was in order.

Urban Renewal Action 
Is a National Urgency 


The urban renewal clinic now under 
way in Atlanta calls attention to the fact 
that the problem of urban blight is rot 
local but national in scope. Leaders from 
throughout the country are attending, all 
concerned with how to preserve and re- 
new the health of cities. 


As Albert M. Cole, federal housing 
administrator, pointed out, “the problem 


‘will be solved in one way or another.” It 


will be solved because it has to be solved 
if cities are to be spared from economic 
and financial disaster. 


One of the most disappointing aspects 
of the last session of Congress was its 
failure to enact urban renewal, slum 
clearance and housing legislation. In- 
stead, as Mr. Cole pointed out, an inclu- 
sive measure which tried to please many 
pressure groups finally died in the wan- 
ing days. A sustained program, of assist- 
ance to cities was delayed, 

It is certain that Congress will find 
this to be a major item of domestic leg- 
islation at its next session. The adminis- 
tration seeks measures which will en- 
able the federal government to help with 
urban renewal but which put the main 
burden on local communities. _ 

No matter who does the job, as Mr. 
Cole said, it must be done. It is not a task

to be undertaken this year and completed 
next year. It is never-ending as popula- 
tion of urban areas continues to grow 
and the character and complexity of cities 
grow with it. 


Atlanta, which is just now completing 
the planning phase of its first three ma- 
jor projects, needs to look ahead to fu- 
ture programs. The three projects are 
only a beginning. To participate in future 
federal-aid undertakings, initial planning 
should be started now. Pains which 
accompany efforts of this type will be 
lessened if there is careful preparation in 
advance. 


Major theme of the clinic is the 
urgency for action. Cost of blight is far 
greater than progressive steps to eradi- 
cate it. Local communities must take the 
initiative and help with every phase of 
renewal. Otherwise, the blighting process 
will lead to eventual ruin.

Local School Study Is 
Worth Foundation Aid 


Members of Fulton County and At- 
lanta school boards, working together in 
commendable public service, have pro- 
duced a mutual plan of study looking 
toward combining their systems which 
they will ask the Ford Foundation’s 
Fund for Advancement of Education to 
Support with a monetary grant. 

The proposal, which was given leg- 
islative sanction by the last session of the 
Legislature with creation of a local educa- 
tion commission empowered to do the 
study, will require at least a year to com- 
plete. Local institutions have already 
spent about $10,000 in preliminary work. 

Consultants of high quality to carry 
out a study of curriculum, the most ef- 
ficient use of existing plants, teachers and 
staffs, necessary legislation and fiscal and 
administrative problems are needed. The 
local boards will, of course, make further 
financial contributions but we trust their 
search for Foundation help will be suc- 
cessful. 


Meanwhile, we all owe the boards, the 
two superintendents, and staffs a vote of 
thanks. Their cooperation is in the best 
tradition of public service.

In Stocks Is Welcome 


The crackdown Secretary of State 
Ben Fortson is preparing to wage on vio- 
lators of Georgia laws governing trans- 
actions in securities is most welcome. 

For some time there have been dis- 
turbing reports of highly questionable 
transactions in which glib salesmen made 
fantastic promises of huge profits. 

The state now is planning to assign 
several field men to the task of checking 
on shady dealings, a badly needed step 
which should go far toward ridding 
Georgia of unscrupulous promoters. 

The public, too, can cooperate with 
the drive by reporting suspicious stock 
schemes to Mr. Fortson’s office. Poten- 
tial investors in “get rich quick” pur- 
chases in offerings of fly-by-nighters 
would do well to discuss the matter with 
licensed, reputable brokers or bankers. 

Concentrated effort by all concerned 
can turn the heat on sufficiently to put 
the undesirable element out of business 
and keep them out.

Fluoridation Benefits 


Hailed in Philadelphia 


On the fourth anniversary of fluori- 
dation in Philadelphia, Quaker City chil- 
dren and their parents have reason to 
celebrate. 

Tooth decay among the city’s school 
children has decreased 50 per cent and 
tooth extractions by 43 per cent since the 
city started fluoridation in September, 
1954. 

The beneficial results are even bet- 
ter than fluoridationists had promised. 
They say it takes at least six years to 
get the full benefits of putting one part 
of fluoride to one million parts of water. 

In Philadelphia, the health commis- 
sioner calls the results after four years 
“truly amazing.” 

He said further, “While the cost is 
about 7.6 cents per person a year, at the 
present rate it will save a million dollars 
a year in reduced dental care for the peo- 
ple of Philadelphia.” 

And the health commissioner said, 
“This community can be proud of the fact 
that City Council adopted the necessary 
legislation for water fluoridation so that 
Philadelphia can play a leading role 
, among the big cities in protecting the den- 
tal health of its people.” 

Truly amazing, too, how some cities, 
otherwise progressive, hold back and re- 
fuse to give their children the benefits 
that a combined population of 34 million 
‘is now getting in 1,650 communities. 

Only eight years ago 1.5 million peo- 
ple in 94 communities were sharing in 
the fluoridation project.

Dr. Ralph Sockman once referred to the 
third beatitude in the Sermon on the Mount as 
the most misunderstoed teaching of Jesus. At 
any rate, I am certain that the words, 


Cg ae 
ti gtk 


“Blessed are the meek: for 


they shall inherit the earth’ (Matthew 5:5), are more often repeated 
by Christians than actually believed and more often memorized than 


lived. 

The word “‘meekness” does not 
especially appeal to us. It isn't 
so much that the word goes 
against our grain as that it seems 
unrealistic. We think of meek 
persons as being spineless, soft- 
hearted and timid. We speak of 
an unobtrusive person as being 
as meek as a lamb. Most of us 
share the feelings of the little boy 
who, having been called my little 
lamb again and again by his 
mother, finally burst out with 
these words, ‘‘Don’t call me your 
little lamb; call me your tiger!” 

Meekness could never be sin- 
gled out as a dominant character- 
istic of twentieth century Ameri- 
cans. Other . beatitudes more 
closely fit our behavior. For in- 
stance, “‘Blessed are the bombas- 
tic, for they will be heard for 
their much_ speaking.” Or, 
“Blessed are the pushers, for 
they will bulldoze their way ahead 
of all others.” Or, “Blessed are 
the self-confident, for they know 
what they want and they will usu- 
ally get what they seek.” 


But Jesus’ beatitude sounds a 
different chord. He never com- 
mended the pushers or the boast- 
ers. He said that the earth’s good- 
ly portion would belong to the 
meek. Maybe, of course, He didn’t 
rightly read human affairs. May- 
be He didn’t notice how often the 
bombastic gained fame and 
power, lived in the largest homes, 
and had the most servants. May-

be He did not see that the brag- 
garts were those who, by tread- 
ing upon other men, became at 
last the rulers of men. : 

But I am sure His words were 
spoken after He had seen all of 
these things. Having seen the ac- 
cumulation of riches and power 
of the self-seekers, He then said, 
“Blessed are the meek: for they 
shall inherit the earth.’”’ He was 
certain some achievements wére 
temporary and others were per- 
manent. The heritance of the 
meek was what He coveted for 
His followers. 

Was He right? I am sure He 
was. After 1,900 years, whose 
name is honored — Pilate’s 
or Jesus’, Herod’s or Jesus’, 
Caesar's or Jesus’? Today 
more than 600 million Chris- 
tians claim the name of Christ. 
There are no men who remember 
with loving affection the name of 
Pilate. Millions of people do not 
gather each week to honor Herod. 
The name and achievements of 
Caesar are battered sticks in his- 
tory’s scrap pile. - 

Jesus, who was the personifica- 
tion of meekness, is loved and 
adored and worshiped by men 
and women in every part of our 
world. What did He inherit? A 
cross upon a_hillside—and the 
most persuasive and influential 
position in the annals of mankind. 
His name, as Emerson said, is not 
so much written across as plowed 
into history. 


Water from Seas 


May End Shortage 


WASHINGTON—The United States faces an 
ominous water shortage. It is already acute in 


many parts of the country. By 1980 we will have 

a population of 250,000,000 and before then our water requirements 
will have burst through the ceiling. This is why the efforts to turn 
salt water into fresh are so important. Secretary Seaton discusses 


the problem today: 


QUESTION—Can salt water be 
efficiently converted into fresh? 


SECRETARY SEATON—Scien- 
tists have long known, of course, 
how to convert sea water to 
fresh. And in widely separated 
areas of the world, governments 
and industries are actually tap- 
ping this source now, producing 
from it approximately 15 million 
gallons of fresh water every day. 


QUESTION—What’s holding us 
back? 


SECRETARY SEATON — ‘The 
major problem is to get the cost 
of conversion down. To solve 
this problem, the Office of Saline 
Water is doing principally two 
things: Entering into research 
and development contracts with 
private organizations and other 
agencies of goverrmment: and 
stimulating and coordinating pri- 
vate activities in saline water 
conversion both here and abroad. 


QUESTION — Are conversion 
costs coming down? 


SECRETARY SEATON — As a 
result of these investigations, the 
cost of converting saline water 
is going down. Twenty years ago 
it cost about $5 per thousand gal- 
lons to convert sea water to 
fresh. Some of the latest instal- 
lations are producing fresh water 
from the sea for no more than 
$1.75 per thousand gallons. We 
have reason to believe ‘plants 
may now be designed actually to 
produce water for $1 or even less 
per thousand gallons.

Long Legal Battles

WASHINGTON—The peaceful legal conflict

QUESTION—Don’t we need to 
push these projects harder? 

SECRETARY SEATON—These 
results have been produced by a 
program which, by federal gov- 
ernment standards, has hereto- 
fore been quite small. Since its 
inception in 1953, the Office of 
Saline Water has received an av- 
erage annual appropriation of 
only $475,000. That amount, the 
department believes, should now 
be substantially increased, the 
program accelerated. For fiscal 
59 the department has submitted 
to Congress a budget request of 
$1,355,000. In addition, the de- 
partment supported a measure in 
the Congress which would author- 
ize the expenditure of 10 million 
dollars to build five experimental 
saline and brackish water conver- 
sion plants. 

The tangible results of poten- 
tial success in this research are 
challenging to imagine: Huge 
plants rising along the seacoast, 
capable of producing 20 million 
gallons or more of fresh water a 
day; pipelines carrying that water 
far inland; other plants for 
brackish water inland; and great 
tracts of now arid waste land— 
in America, North Africa, Aus- 
tralia, the Middle Exast~—made to 
bloom and bring forth a good life 
for men, women and children 
around the globe.

Blackheads develop when grease 
(sebum) and dirt are retained at 
the openings of the skin. 

The use of too many ointments 
may increase plugging when 
these substances get caught in 
the pores. Bumps develop after 
the dammed up glands swell, pre- 
venting the escape of sebum. 

Infection is responsible for pim- 
ples and abcesses and some are 
filled with yellow pus. Cleansing 
the skin periodically helps keep 
the pores open. 

Use of an abrasive paste causes 
irritation, as though the skin 
were burned slightly by the sun. 
It turns red and scales. The oil 
escapes and pimples and black- 
heads appear. The preparation is 
applied to the dry skin, is rubbed 
in well, and removed with warm 
water and a washcloth. This type 
of treatment is not meant to be 
used forever; it is done three 
times a day for three or four 
weeks. Thereafter, ordinary soap 
is used. 


Cleanliness continues to be the 
No. 1 treatment. If the skin is 
sensitive wash the face with 
warm water and a biand soap 
several times a day, rinse in cold 
water, and dry. 

Acne is aggravated by certain 
foods, such as chocolate, nuts, 
sharp cheeses, french fries, pea- 
nut butter, and cocktails. The io- 
dine in seafoods, oysters, and 
some salts also keeps the lessions 
going. 

Avoid constipation, drink plenty 
of water and fruit juices, and ob- 
tain eight hours of sleep. Emo- 
tional factors aggravate the com- 
plexion, and upsets along this line 
may nullify the results of other 
treatments. Should these simple 
| measures fail, a physician ought 
to be consulted for more specific 
remedies.

this effort. The committee, he 
asserted, had listened to “com- 
pletely irresponsible testimony 
and, without conscience, gave ear 
to rumor, innuendo and even un- 
substantiated gossip.” 

The committee produced evi- 
dence last June that Adams had 
made inquiries at two federal 
regulatory agencies in behalf of 
Goldfine. It also showed that 
Goldfine had paid more than $3,- 
000 in hotel bills for Adams and 
had presented him with a vicuna 
coat and an oriental rug. 

Adams insisted that his inqui- 
ries to the agencies involved were 
merely routine checks he would 
have made for any businessman 
seeking similar information. The 
committee contended, however, 
that Adams had violated the law 
and the regulations of the Federal 
Trade Commission in one instance. 


President Eisenhower later told / 


a news conference that Adams 
may have been “imprudent.” But, 
he added, “I respect him because 
of his personal and official in- 
tegrity. I need him.” 

CALLED A LIABILITY 


Many Republican candidates 
facing election campaigns this fall 
publicly took the position that 
Adams was a political liability 
that would endanger their pros- 
pects. Until the Maine voting 
Sept. 8, however, it appeared that 
Adams had ridden out the storm. 

The Maine vote, a Democratic 
triumph that overwhelmed one 
Republican—Sen. Payne—who had 
associated with Goldfine, renewed 
Republican pressure for Adams’ 
removal. 

It was this renewal of Repub- 
lican pressure that brought the 
final decision. Monday morning 
Adams flew from Washington to 
Newport, R.I., where the Presi- 
dent is vacationing. 

He and the President talked for 
an hour and 15 minutes. Adams 
spent another 25 minutes with 
James C. Hagerty, White House 
press secretary. Then he con- 
ferred again briefly with the 
President. 

ASKED AIR TIME 


It was during these conferences, 


| Adams said Monday night, that 
he submitted his resignation. To | 


the outside world, however, his 
decision remained a secret. 
Hagerty announced only that 
the radio and television networks 
had been asked for radio and tele- 
vision time so that Adams might 
speak Monday night. The presi- 
dential assistant, accompanied by 
Hagerty, flew back to Washington, 
arriving shortly after 1 p.m. 
Paul M. Butler, Democratic na- 
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tional chairman, called the Adams 
statement ‘‘partisan and political” 
and said he would ask the net- 
works, ‘‘as a matter of fair play,” 
to assign equal time Tuesday 
night to the Democratic national 
committee. 


The President’s letter accepting 
the Adams resignation ‘‘with sad- 
ness” was made public as Adams 
began speaking to the radio-TV 
audience. 

In it, the President deplored 
“the circumstances that have de- 
cided you to resign." Adams, he 
went on, had shown “‘selfless and 
tireless devotion’ to his White 
House job. “Your total dedica- 
tion to the nation’s highest wel- 
fare,” he wrote, “has been of the 
highest possible order.”’

The “easy way,” he said, 
would have been to resign at the 
outset—“‘to remove the target.” 

But, he went on, he had ignored 
this course. It was not his nature, 
he said, “to run in the face of ad- 
versity.” And, he _ explained, 
“since I have done no wrong, to 
have resigned earlier could have 
been construed as an admission 
that he had. 

Adams will continue at his desk 
until a successor can be appointed 
in what Adams made the most 
powerful job in the White House, 
short of the President’s own. 

Adams spoke at 6:35 p.m. from 
the Washington studio of the Col- 
umbia Broadcasting System, but 
his address was also carried 
“live” by the National Broad- 
casting Company.

about 1% teaspoonful filling. 
Top with remaining bread 
slices, brush surfaces down. 
Press bread together firmly 
to seal edges. Cut diagonally 
between filled sections, mak- 
ing triangular toast tempters.

The sign in front of the picturesque estate read 
‘No Visitors” but A. B. (Bull) Hancock had opened the 
gate to fabulous Claiborne Farm for a group of Georgia 
Tech guests. 

Claiborne Farm, established in 1910, is a landmark in Kentucky 
and a famous name throughout the thoroughbred racing world.

Kentucky Derby winners. have been 
bred there.

WARY DOVES WERE SCARCE, 
BUT HUNT WAS REWARDING

I drove 
up with Mike Moneymaker to 
one of the fields on George 
Thompson’s farm, where we 
met a number of prominent 
Cracker sportsmen who were 
out to see that the first day 
of the season got off to a fire 
popper start. 

There were not many doves. 
We watched a few early birds 
fly over and waggle their tail 
feathers at us, as if they knew 
of the regulation which stated 
that no cap-busting must take 
place before the hour of high 
noon. After 12 o’clock, they all 
settled down in a pine thicket 
somewhere, while we wore out 
the seats of our pants and our 
patience on the hard ground. 


The reports I received from 
several sources indicated that 
as a whole, opening day of dove 
season in the state was not too 
successful this year. Some of 
the old-timers said that with 
warm weather and plenty of 
feed everywhere, the birdshad 
not ganged together yet. I did 
not talk with the experts, so 
consequently have no opinions 
from that source. But the lack 
of birds did not in any way de- 
tract from the pleasure of hunt-

ing with a group of grand guys, 
who were out more for the fel- 
lowship and enjoyment of the 
day. 

My most impressive segment 
of the afternoon was not on the 
dove field, but a pair of hours 
I spent around Mike’s Preserve, 
our starting point just south of 
Dacula. Mike, as you probably 


already know, is in the quail 
business on a sizable scale. He 
operates one of the establish- 
ments licensed under state law 
to raise and release banded 
quail for what might be termed 
“controlled hunting.” 

In line with the regulations 
of other states, the Georgia 
Game and Fish Commission 
has supervision of these pre- 
serves, where pen-raised quail 
are used, and which now num- 
ber about a dozen in the Crack- 
er state. On these areas, the 
state law allows gunning from 
Oct. 1 through March, which is 
about twice the length of the 
regular wild bird season. 

We went into Mike’s pens to 
look at his bobwhites, which 
range from week-old chicks to 
fully matured quail which are 
in training for the opening 
weeks of his season. That’s 
right — in training. He’s built 
a 150-foot-long wire cage which 
he calls his flight pen. It is 
wide and high enough for his 
bird to fly from one end to 
the other and develop strong 
wings against the day when 
they will be released in the 
field. The pen contained 
around 7,000 birds, almost a 
third of his total shooting stock 
this year. I can guarantee you 
that it’s quite an experience to 
stand in the middle of the cage 
and have all 7,000 bobs and 
hens fly straight at you in a 
thunder of wings, without be- 
ing touched by even the flight 
feathers of a single quail. 

Last year, Mike figures that 
he released about 4,000 bob- 
whites which his hunters 
missed or were unable to find. 
Some were caught by preda- 
tors. Others, with his band,

Cook Rules 
On Return 
Of Books 


A school can withhold the re 
port card and grades of a student 
until books assigned to the student 
are returned. 

But in the opinion of Attorney 
General Eugene Cook, that is 
about the only avenue open to 
insure return of books. 

Georgia provides free textbooks 
in its public schools. 

Some states require that pupils 
financially able to do so put up 
a deposit to be refunded upon re- 
turn of the books. 


But Cook expressed doubt that 
such could be done legally in 
Georgia. 

The purpose of supplying free 
textbooks, he noted, “‘is to relieve 
the student of a financial burden 
to achieve the democratic ideal 
that children should not be denied 
an education because of unfor- 
tunate economic circumstances 
over which they have no control.”’ 

A common school education in 
Georgia is required to be free and 
there are many court cases hold- 
ing that school systems cannot 
charge tuition or any other fees. 
Cook has cited them in holding 
that grades and report cards can- 
not be withheld to enforce pay- 
ment of fees. 

But he said in a recent opinion 
to State School Supt. Claude Pur- 
cell that a different situation is 
presented in regard to free text- 
books. 

The books, he said, are the 
property of the school and only 
the use of the books is made 
available to the student. 

And he concluded that schools 
could withhold report cards and 
grades until books are returned, 
since school authorities may adopt 
necessary disciplinary measures 
“which discipline would necessar- 
ily embrace school property.”
